LITHOGRAPHY. 

(N.Y Corrojpondrnco liu.T.ilo Courier.) 

Lithographic stone, which is found in Ger- 
many, has the peculiarity of taking a grease 
ppol on its surface, so as to repel water com- 
plcely wherever jthe oleaginous matter has 
touched It, while becoming wet at all other 
points. A design, therefore, which is made 
or transferred upon the stone in litographic 
ink, cannot be wet at any point by water, 
■while a wet sponge passed over it will thor- 
oughly wet the rest of the surface of the stone, 
to the minutest lines and points not covered by 
the design. An ink roller being~now passed 
over the. wet stone nod dry design, the latter 
will receive the ink, while the former, or wet 
pirt, will repel it, and not become soiled by 
the ink in the least. An impression taken on 
paper reproduces the design or manuscript 
with a perfection incredibly fine. No engrav- 
ing, such as bank notes or pictures, can be too 
fine to yield a perfect impression in this way. 
Consequently, lithography has so rapidly ad- 
vanced to that perfection as on art, that the 
finest work of engraving for social and busi- 
ness purposes is done by it. Two eminent 
lithographer* in New York have contributed 
probably more than all others in the world to 
thi3 progress. I refer to Barony (now the 
noted photographer), who was the pioueer of 
the'finest lithographic engraving, ami to Fer- 
dinand Mayer, who, with his sons, has recent- 
ly given the art a remarkable developinent'in 
portraiture, by full-length likenesses and co- 
lossal heads of distinguished musical and op- 
eratic performers, such as was never before at- 
tempted on stone. The picture of L'Amour 
and Psyche i3 a striking specimen of this 
branch of the art. It measures three and a 
half by five feet, and was engraved on a stone 
weighing one thousand pounds, and printed 
on an enormous steam press, the only one of 
itvsize ever built in the world. Stones of 
such size, without blemish, arc costly and diffi- 
cult, to obtain. The price in Germany of one 
** the ball* ton slabs used by Mayer is $.!5U.

Ofcy*'U> regard '0 the tidal wave alarm, Pro- 
fessor M. F. Maury writes to a friend in New- 
Orleans as follows: "As for an immense tidal 
wave in the Gulf of Mexico — that sea is, in 
this respect, like the Mediterranean — a close 
sea — the entrances to which are not, as a mo- 
ment's reflection will convince, large enough to 
admit, during the six hours of flood, water enough 
to fill such a sea to overflowing. This is why 
yon have little or no tides in these two seas. So 
New Or'eans-ii safe. At any rate, she has far 
more reason to fear the Hoods of the Mississippi 
from above, with their crevasses, then the tides 
of the Gulf witji their waves. You know the 
longest tidal wares are generated under the new 
or full moon of the equinoxes. These make 
the 'bores of the Amazon, tiio Hoogly, the 
Pelho and other rivers that, fronting the tides, 
have open mouths in deep water for good en- 
trance. This wave, after it enter3 the river.-, 
becomes a moving and roaring wall of water 
ten or fifteen feet high. Warned by the noise 
and alarmed by the appearance of the 'bore,' 
the watermen afloat cut and make for the shore 
in their frail craft, to escape a fill or a capsize. 
The South Atlantic coast and the peninsula of 
Florida are not only out of the track and reach 
of such waves, but the agencies which pile 
them up are wanting there. Moreover, that 
long chain of islauds which curtain the const 
from the sounds of Carolina lo the capes of 
Florida, is a breakwater which would protect 
aud defend our shores from all the tidal waves 
that the combined action of the sun, moon, and 
planets has power lo raise."

Bg^Six thousand tons of extra English rail* 
have been purchased for the Elizabethtown and 
Padncah railroad, and will be delivered in 
March next. This purchase of rails is sufficient 
to finish the main track and sidings toPaducah 
aud, it is thought, will secure the opening of" 
the road its entire length by the 1st of June 
next. Forty of the ninety-two miles of road- 
bed from Greenville to Paducah are graded and 
ready for the iron, and upon the remaining 
fifty-two miles a very large amount of work 
has been done, with a full force upon every sec- 
tion, and so vigorously has the work advanced in 
the last ninety days as to justify the statement 
that on the 1st day of January next uhcre will 
be fifteen miles of incomplete road bed. Track- 
laying has been resumed at Greenville, and is 
being pushed rapidly westward lo the crossing 
of the Evansvillc, Henderson and Nashville 
road. To facilitate the opening of the road to 
this important crossing a large amount of rails 
is being delivered there, and track-layiug will 
be pressed eastward from that point until it 
meets the track from Greenville.

If this curious 
movement is crushed out. as it may be, the 
Democracy will do it. The Republicans^ are 
so hopelessly down in the mud and mire ol 
despondency that they will rejoice at any 
-movement,'' no matter what, on the political 
chess-board, foreomi what will, rule who may, 
their condition can be no worse than it now is 
So the Republicans will support the movement 
as a wise tiling, and the Democrats will damn 
it as being a foolish thing. But iu their sup- 
port I he Republicans tliould be cautious, for 
loo much •'aid' froru tium will, kill it. Let 
the report once go out that this movement is 
pleasing to the Republicans ; that tin y have 
warm side lor it, and it is damned forever more. 
Ii the Republicans liaTe any statesmanship lefl 
in Ihcir organization, which is doubtful, they 
will abuse the Reform League, and thus givt 
it strength. 



THE GOVERNORS PROCLAMATION. 

We publish elsewhere the proclamation of 
G ivernor Leslie, recommending the people 
throughout the Stale lo take systematic 
measures for the relief of the sufferers by 
fire i.i Chicago, ami other parts of the North 
west. In explanation of its apparently tardy 
appearance, it is proper to slatj that Gov. 
I.e~lie was absent in a distant put ol the 
State when the fire occurred, anil only re- 
turned on Saturday night. We cannot doubt 
but that there will be a generous response to 
his call. 



THE NASHVILLE MOVEMENT. 
We published several days ago the pro- 
gramme or platform of a third party move- 
ment originating in Nashville, Tenn., and 
b;aring the name of the lieunion and Reform 
Association. It has resulted doubtless from 
the visit of Carl Schurz to that city, as it 
seems to embody in its articles of faith very 
much t'.c same ideas he puts forth in his 
spjeches. I!ut com ng with the name of 
Henry S. Foots, and a few others of his class 
as sponsors, if not actual originators, it is not 
likely to attract to itself much of Strength 
f om either party. Certainly ihc Democratic 
party of Tennessee will not abindon its or- 
ganization for the purpose of inaugurating a 
new movement which has nothing good in iis 
platform that is not already embraced in the 
Democratic creed. It may wit such men as 
Ba'vars, Who, while abusing the Radical party, 
lind in the Democratic party an organization 
ctpally repugnant to their tastes, and wl o 
seem to demand as the condition ofco opera- 
tion for tho de r oat of Giant and his party, 
that we shall m ike a nr. v pirty, suited special- 
ly for their accommodation, and give tlicin 
full control and dictation iu its organ-zatii n 
and administration. In its national aspects, 
this is the nmnmg of (he Nashville pronun- 
ciametito, but we concur with the Union 
and A :rw; ic m both in iUestitntteol the plat- 
form, and in the impolicy of the movement in 
aStateso thoroughly Democratic as Tennessee. 
We take the following from its article upon 
the subject : 

It la glittering in its generalities, and pre- 
eminently general in its glittering corrusca- 
tions. It has in it the fervor of unsophisticated 
youth anil the eager Ittdiscrettou of disappoint- 
ed and disaffected nae. Of ihe funnel we have 
not a word of reproof to utter, for we knot 
that a little more of age and experience will 
leach it that new wine cannot be put into old 
bottles and be preserved. In otbel words, the 
young gentlemen who have gone into this 
movement with all of the ardor and energy of 
yoalb; will learn that their new wine cannot 
he preserved iu the bottles of political hacks, 
who have been in politics, '■everything by 
turns, and nothing long.' Their hearts are 
rig'.it, but they have beeu overreached. 

A plain and simple question presents itsel: 
to every Southern man: What does it ben- 
efit us to divide the Democracy of the South 1 
L'nited, we slaud — divided, we fall. 

If there he anything iu a third party, let the 
movement commence in (he North, where there 
may be hone ol dividing Republicanism. Then 
you may present a leason lor our encourage* 
ment and support. But when you begin here 
in the South, it may seem that the motto is to 
"Divide and Conquer," when there is nothing 
but the Democracy, to divide and conquer. 

It may weli be asked, where is the neces- 
sity of a new organization for effecting sub - 
stantiallv w hat the Democratic party proposes 
to do. The experience of the past onght lo 
show the fully of such movements, which 
gather no Strength from the ell'ort to unite 
the disaffected of both parties, or lo merge a 
live organization into one which, if sincere in 
its design/, proposes nothing worth contend- 
ing for that will not be embraced in the Dem- 
ocratic platform of the next National Conven - 
tion. This experiment was tried in lrfOG by 
the Philadelphia Convention, which proclaimed 
its intention to do even more towards bring 
ing back the country to its normal condition 
ol constitutional government than the Nash- 
ville pronunciamento. Yet it fell through 
from the very incongruity of its constitu int 
elements. Tho very man who wrote and 
read the resolutions and address, which was 
to unite the good men of all parlies in oppo- 
sition to the encroachments of the Radicals) 
Henry .1 Raymond, proving iu less than six 
months one of the most efficient allies and 
workers in the Radical parly. The whole 
thing soon showed itself to be a mere person- 
al movement, set on loot and maneuvered by 
malcontents of either party, and ended as it 
deserved. 

And so it will bo found in regard to the 
proposed movement in Nashville. Even 
conceding the very best intentions to ils orig- 
inators, we cannot but regard the schema as 
chimerical, and from a Democratic standpoint, 
altogether useless and dangerous. If any 
Democrat thinks otherwise, we commend 
the following comments of the very sensible 
Jiadical correspondent of the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial, who writes from Nashville very fully 
and very approvingly of the movement : 

What will be the result of this singular 
movement no man can tell, but to my imper- 
fect vision it looks like the nucleus of a third 
party. The thing has been brewing among 
the moderate men of holh parties for some 
time, but did not take shape until last Friday 
nighl, when a permanent organization was ef- 
fected, officers elected, and an address issued. 
The main portions of this address the Comiuer- 
cf*l has had by telegraph, and I will but briefly 
refer to it. Indeed, it is more a declaration 
of principles than an address. Xu one can 
glance over it and the two hundred names at- 
tached, without being at least satisfied thai it 



PROCLAMATION BY THE GOV- 
ERNOR. 

TO inEIPEOf LE OF THE COMMONWEALTH 
OF KENTUCKY. 

I aval myself of my official position, not to 
address you a proclamation by authority nf 
Governor of the Commonwealth, but as your 
fellow-citisen, representing a. great and gen- 
erous people, lo expiess at once your sympa- 
thies, and invoke your aid in the cause of suf- 
fering humanity. 

A terrible disaster has befallen Ihe emporium 
of a neighboring Commonwealth. The city ol 
Chicago, in the full lide of its prosperity, has 
been overwhelmed by a conflagration almost 

unparalleled in Ihe history of such calamities. 
Very much of the vast wealth which the in- 
dustry and commercial enterprise of her citi- 
zens had accumulated has perished in a 
day. The loss of life has beau fearful, and 
multitudes of her people are not only home- 
less, but suffering from exposure, and the want 
of the necessaries of life. 

Nor is this ci'y alone in snch calamity. The 
same terrible scourge has d isolated vast dis- 
tricts of Country in Michigan, Wisconsin, and 
Iowa. Sweeping, as Willi the besom of de- 
struction, forest and prairie, towns, villages, 
and tarm-iiouses, involving hundreds of hu- 
man liws in the common ruin, many thousands 

of the survivors, destitute of ihe means of liveli- 
fojd, must not only sutler, but nerish with 
want, unless ihey obtain timely relief. 

It Is a cheering testimony to Ihe brother- 
hood of Christendom, and the philanthropy ol 
the nge in which we live, that not only has 
the heart of the nation been touched, bul olhei 
peoples have united with our own in words ol 
earnest sympathy and deeds of benificenee to 
relieve the afflicted. And lam deeply gratified 
to know, that among Ihe responses made to tin 
appeal of this suffering people. lie voice ol 
your liberality has not been silent. It is mai- 
ler of serious n flection, however, that whilst 
the generous impulses of ihe people have been 
Warmed into nets of noble liberality, the 
contributions furnished, however large, will 
not probably be sufficient lo alleviate III* ruf 
f n w eh this calamity will email. The 
rigors of winter are at hand, and for mOUlLS 
relief will be needed by thousands who are 
without employment or means of subsistence. 

The burden of their sustenance cannot In 
adequately borne by those who have shared iii 
the common misfortune J and whilst the several 
Stales will doubtless provide liberally for the 
succor of their citizens', we should feel it a 
privilege to contribute of our abundance to 
their relief. 

Willi full confidence that the people of Ken- 
tucky will respoud>witll their wonted liberality 
to this appeal. I recommend that, in Ihe sev- 
eral towns and neighborhoods of the Common- 
wealth, ihe citizens shall promptly move, in 
such form as shall to them seem most judicious, 
lo provide for ihe relief of the sufferers, taking 
measures lor the collection rod distribution ol 
money, food and raiment, ami other necessa- 
ries of life among I hem, in addition to which 
they m«y lind means, perhaps, la many ca.-es. 
to secure a hospitable refuge 10 the poor and 

bdntelees.

SECRETARY STANTON'S DYING OPINION 
OF GRANT. 

(rroin Correspondence ef the New York World.) 

Washisotok, October 4. 
A distinguished Louisiauian was in Boston 
recently, and had an interview with Senator 
Sumner, at his rooms, at the Coolidge House. 
During a lengthy conversation With him Mi. 
Sumner related an interview, the last he 
ever had with Edwin M. Stanton, ihe late 
Secretary of War. It took place shortly prior 
lo Ur. Stanton's death. Mr. Sumner had made 
one of his customary calls. Mr. Stanton re- 
quested Mr. Sumner to come near his bcd-sldr. 
I he dying man placed his baud iu that of Mr. 
Sumner's, and said : 

Snmoer, I in going over the river. I shall 
never recover. I wish to say one word to you 

befoie I die. 

Sumner — I hope you are not dying, Mr. 
Stanlou, but go on. 

Stanton (emphatically) — Gen. Grant cannot 
administer this Government, lie is not equal 
lo the duties. 

Stunner — Mr. Stanton, your statement is 
abroad. 

Stanton — 1 mean it as broadly ns I slate it. 
Sumner — Why did you not mention this be. 
fore Ihe nomination I 

Stanton — I was busy in my office, and wa- 
not consulted by Ihe politicians who made thi 
nomination. They did not lake me into tbei 
councils. 

Sumner — But Mr. Stanton, yon madespeeebet 
daring the campaign ; why did you not slatt 
ill's i il portent fact then '.' 

Stanton — You examine my speeches, an' 
you will not lind one wold in favor of Genera 
Grant for President. 1 spoke for the Republi- 
can parly only. 

Sumner — But you say Grant cannot admin- 
ister the Government. He succeeded well in IDS 
army, and the people gave him credit for oui 
success. 

- Stanton (stretching forth his hand) — Senatoi 
Sunnier, this hand supplied him with men 
and money, unlimited. 1 gave him the direc- 
tion Of the nffairs. I am dying, Mr. Sumner, 
and I state Ibis to you. Use it whenever the 
interests of the country demand it. 

At tho time Mr. Sunnier made this state- 
ment about bis farewell interview wilh Mr. 
Stanton, he did not agree with Ihe gentleman 
from Louisiana ns to the merits of Gen. Grant, 
and made this plain to the group of gentlemen 
who were listeners to the Senator.

hazard, and, if left unchanged, will destroy 
the existence of free government iu this coun- 
try. 

I will endeavor to make clear my mean- 
ing. 

The Thirteenth Amendment lo the Constitu- 
tion of the I'uiled Stales declares and estab- 
lishes the freedom of the negro. 

The Fourteenth Amendment confers upon 
liim citizenship of Ihe L'nited Stales, and ol 
the State in which he is born or resides, and 
ns such citizen, confers upon him all the im- 
munities of any cilizeu of the Stale in which 
he resides. It likewise forbids any Slate, by 
law, or Otherwise, lo abridge his righis or 
privileges by reason of his raee or color. 

The Fifteenth Amendment coolers upon bun 
Ihe right of suffrage, and forbids any State, by 
law, or otherwise, lo abiidge the right by lea. 
Sun of his race or color. 

These results are, perhaps, the logical se- 
quences of the war, and having now received 
a constitutional sanction, the faith of the peo- 
ple who fought and won the billle is, perhaps, 
pledged lo their maintenance. Whether ligm 
or wrong, they are accomplish. d tai ls, and 
facts of a nature, thai, iu my opinion, they 
cannot ue disturbed without such convulsions 
ns would terminate iu perhaps great* r evils 
thin these we nuw suffer. Possibly, under a 
strict interpretation of the amendments, in 
connection w ith the old established principles 
of construction in ibis country, they might be 
held t > accomplish tbS«e plain cuds and nulh- 
ing more. But in regarding their effect UjK>n 
ihe future of lb" country, we must view them 
in the light ol ihe conslruciiou which is placed 
upon them by Ihe men who enacted, and who 
administer them; and of the construction 
which will be placed on them by the varying 
dominant parlies iu years lo come. 

It is a clear proposition that the Congress of 
i lie last four years has not construed litem lo 
mean only what is on their /ace expiessid, viz: 
as intended to secure Ihe Jieettoiu, the citizen- 
fhip, and the right of tujfrag* to tlie nejro. 

They hnve beeu construed lo mean, mid 
have beeu used as an engine, to strike down 
Ihe independence of ihe Stales, lo Consolidate 
all power in the central government, lo perp. t- 
uale the government of the country in me 
hands of a party, at Ihe sacrifice of the rights 
o f Ihe States, and ihe liberties of the people. 
For the accomplishment of all ihe legitimate 
purposes of the amend nenls, Ihe gleat body 
ul the recent legislation of ihe country was 
Unnecessary. The courts were open, and un- 
der the ancient laws, giving to low courts of 
the l'nited Stales original or appellate juris.

THE NEW CONGRESSIONAL APPORTION- 
MENT. 

It will be remembered that at the last session 
of Congress an etlort was made by the West, 
ern representatives to have a new apportion- 
ment bill passed, so that those States which 
are entitled to additional members of the House, 
under the census of 1870, might elect them at 
once, and send them on to take seats and partici- 
pate in the proceedings of the next session of 
the present Congress. The measure, hoivever, 
was resisted and defeated by the members from 
those States, chiefly .New England, whose del- 
egations would be reduced by the new appor- 
tionment. As no new law was passed, the 
laws already existing govern the matter, and 
uniler those laws toe Secietary of the Interior 
has authority to make the apportionment; 
The act of May, 1830, limited the whole num- 
ber of members of the House to 233, but the 
act of March, 18C2, increased the number to 
24 1, and at tins number it will stand, unless 
Congress shall still further increase it to pre- 
vent the ohler Statesfrom losing members, while 
the growing States gain. The whole popula- 
tion of the United Slates, ns officially deter- 
mined by the late census, is 38,1 13.233, and this 
number, divided by 241, gives 158,140 as the 
ratio of representation. The law provides that 
to make up any deficiency in Ihe whole number 
of representatives fixed, 241, an extra number 
shall be allowed to those Stales which have the 
largest fractious ot" the ratio over. Under this 
arrangement, the apportionment will be as fol- 
lows :
